White House clamped tight se­ 
crecy today on circumstances 
surrounding the extra security 
precautions i m p o s e d during

The Miami Herald, in a front­ 
page dispatch, said last night 
that a tip that a “Cuban sui­ 
cide pilot” would attempt to 
ram Johnson’s plane prompted 
the unusual precautions during 
the Chief Executive’s v i s i t 
Thursday.

Beef Imports May 
Delay Rights Battle 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- A 
drive to tack a beef import quo­ 
ta on the administration’s farm 
bill today threatened the meas­ 
ure’s chances for quick Senate 
consideration and could delay 
the opening of the civil rights 
battle. 


Senate 
Democratic 
leaders 
had hoped to pass the double- 
barreled wheat-cotton bill with­ 
out 
m ajor 
change 
by 
next 
Wednesday. 
Then,

decks cleared for action, call 
up the civil rights measure to 
touch off the expected Southern 
filibuster. 


But the appeal of the beef 
import quota amendment, pro­ 
posed by Sen. Roman L. Hruska. 
R-Neb., cuts across party and 
ideological lines. 


Liberal and conservative farm 
state legislators of both parties 
are on record in its favor. 


Humphrey said he thought the 
Senate would reject Kruska’s 
amendment and vote to handle 
the beef issue in a separate bill. 


Hruska said his amendment 
was needed now.
